From about the time he was ſolliciting the bring- 
ing on this play, an illneſs ſeized him; from the 
tormenting pains of which he had ſcarce an hour's 
intermiſſion; and after making trial of all he thought 
could be of ſervice to him in medicine; he was 


dieſirous to try his native air of London (as that of 


Plaiſtow was too mpiſt a one) but he Was then paſt 
all recovery; and waſted almoſt to a ſkeleton, 
from ſome internal cauſe, that had produced a ge- 
neral decay (and was believed to have been an in- 
flamation in the kidneys; which his intenſe at- 
tachment to his ſtudies might probably lay the 
foundation of. When in town, he had the comfort 
of being honoured with the viſits of the moſt wor- 
thy and eſteemed among his friends; but he was 
not permitted many weeks to taſte that bleſſing.
